MEMORANDUM F,4l THE' S CR. I ARY OF STAY 'S 
SUBJ ECT: Scientific Intelligence 


l. Intelligent <.• with respect to scisaiific achievement* within 
the Cummaaut Bloc countries is a highest priority target. In 
addition to the information to he obtained within the Bloc, contact* 
with non-Soviet Bloc scientist* and coverage of international 
scientific conferences in the Free V or Id are increasingly valuable 
for obtaining information on Soviet Bloc activities. 

I, It i* my firm belief that say national security require* the 
utmost effort and coordination of effort to build up this type of 
intelligence coverage and also to follow significant scientific develop- 
ments in the Free World. In the overt field the Departments of State, 
Defense, the CIA and certain other agencies have a substantial potential. 
The coordination of this work and the capabilities of each should be 
strengthened. 
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4. Accordingly, wc iajf«it th«t you give consideration to the 
tppo > ntmeaft of a Science Advss-r to the Secretary of State with rue h 
title and authority aa yea may determine, and that a small off;.-: a be
